BUTTER WAR. 


The Ohioaffo Packers H ave Entered tbe 
Competition. 


Chicago, Dec. 31.—Chicago packers 
who manufactured butterine as a side 
ine are now in the butter and egg busi­ 
ness on a big scale. This is because 
the law prohibiting the coloring of 
butterine struck a fatal blow to that 
business and caused stockyards men to 
shut down their plants. Now they are 
otfering for sale “to the trade” real 
butter and eggs ‘‘in quantities to suit 
and o off for cash.” 


Butter merchants in South W ater 
street and dairy men think that they 
can distinguish blood and tire in the 
eyes of the packers. Some of them 
tbink the stockyards men have started 
out on a campaign of extermination in 
etaliation for the eriactment of the 
aw, which is generally credited to the 
country legislator and the butter mer­ 
chant. 


The packers insist there is not a 
semblance of justice in the new law, 
and are determined not to accept it un­ 
til every means to disqualify it have 
been exercised. Thei*e are butter mer­ 
chants who regard the butterine tit to 
associate with the ordinary palate, but 
draw the line at coloring. . 


They declare that the substitute can, 
by aid of the coloring—most of which is 
made in the state of New York—be 
made to imitate butter beyond the de­ 
tection of the consumer. 
They want 
the law to stand merely as a protection 
for the genuine butter. 


Armour & Co. seem to be the great­ 
est source of fear to the butter people. 
The packers are advertising their but­ 
ter, eeg and poultry department in 
produce journals and emphasize their 
ntention to pay cash and make liberal 
advances on shipments. 
They solicit 
sample lots of butter and promise an 
arrangement to buy their product reg­ 
ularly. They specify that their cold- 
storage system IS a perfect one.

Tbe illutirated article on the new 
dMpwaterway between tbe lakeland 
ocean in yonr iune of today impela me 
to write yon and the promoter! of the 
ooamendable project to solicit a bear­ 
ing on bebalf of the Labor Exchange fra* 
lemity, wbowonld be willing to under* 
take the oomtmotion of a lection at 
eait of the proposed improvement in 
order to demouitrate tbe practicability 
of making snch public utilities without 
entailing debt, bonds or usury, and at 
tbe same time give employment to thou- 
lands who are now idle. To bo specillo, 
aiuming tbe charter, right of way, sur­ 
veys and estimates to be sec u ^ , in 
consideration tbat tbe tolls for use of 
laid improvement shall be pledged to 
redeem, first, tbe labor checks or certifl* 
cates of services rendered in tbe qpn* 
itruction of the improvement; second, 
for maintenance of tbe same, we, tbe 
Labor Exchange association, will fur* 
nisb all tbe labor, skilled and unskilled, 
needed for tbe construction of the same 
and will accept for compensation labor 
checks or certificates, redeemable or re­ 
ceivable for tolls on completion and op­ 
eration of waterway or any section 
thereof. This will obviate Arrowing 
money or tbe issuance of bonds, and 
when these labor checks for construc­ 
tion are all redeemed and canceled the 
grand waterway will be but of debt and 
its maintenance easily provided for from 
tbe income. 


Noting the map, we would suggest 
tbat the lection from North Tonawanda 
0 Lake Ontario would be a desirable 
one to demonstrate the fusibility of 
tbii Labor'Exchange plan, as tbe tolls 
would be the sooner available and the 
traffic would be considerable and the 
expenditure not disproportionate to tbe 
main line.

THE LATTIMER MASSACRE. 


Th* Flndlnf of th« Coroner'« Jarjr »nd th* 
Cold Blooded Jouruallstle Lack«jr«. 
That portion of tho American press 
which deems it its first duty to main­ 
tain that in all disputes between labor 
and capital labor is necessarily in tbf> 
wrong hurried forward to justify th( 
massacre of tbe Lattimer coal miners 
Whosoever ventured to think and say 
that the taking of human lifo is a trag­ 
ical business and that those who as­ 
sumed the awful responsibility at Latti 
mer of sacrificing it wholesale should 
be held to strict account wore at once 
denounced as anarchists, fomenters of 
class prejudice and enemies of law and 
order. Recent new’s from Pennsylvania 
cannot but bo embarrassing to these su 
perserviccableand cold blooded journal­ 
istic lackeys. Sheriff Martin, who gave 
the order to fire, aud his deputies, who 
obeyed the order with alacrity, shooting 
the minors as they ran, have been held 
to answer on tho charge of murder by a 
court of <H)mpetent jurisdiction, and 
the coroner’! jury sitting on the case 
has returned a verdict declaring tbat 
from the evidence offered tho miners 
**wero marching peaceably and unarm* 
ed on the public highway and that 
they wore intercepted by Sheriff Martin 
and his deputies and mercilessly shot to 
death” The jury further finds *Hhat 
the killing was unnecessary and could 
have been avoided without serious in 
jury to either person or property ” And 
the jury finds finally '*that the killing 
was wanton aud unjustifiable. 


Two of the jnry dissented from thii 
verdict, but the findings of the majority, 
which are in accord with the testimony 
of numerous unprejudiced witnesses 
given to the newspapers, will be com 
monly accepted in preference to the o% 
culpating view of the minority of two. 


The guilt or innocence of Sheriff Mar 
tin and bis men will not be determined 
by newspapers, of course, w’bether they 
are organs of the coal mine owners and 
parasites on wealth in general or jour* 
nals free to give voice to humanity and 
express horror at a slaughter which sent 
a shudder throughout the United States 
The (^se ia now in the courts of Penn 
sylvania. and there, it is to be hoped, 
the whole truth will be brought out 
aud justice sternly done.-»New York 
Journal.

FORTUNES FROM GARBAGE.

William George Jordan, writing on 
**Wonders of the World’s Waste,” in 
Tho Ladies Home Journal, says: **The 
garbage of a great city is worth a for­ 
tune every year if properly utilized. In 
S t Louis the refuse is placed in enor­ 
mous vertical cylinders, surrounded by 
steam jackets, which evaporate the 75 
to 80 per cent of w’ater in tho garbage. 
Tbe fatty substances are disMolved, and 
as tlio result of a nmnber of processes u 
fertilizer is produced which is worth 
from $9 to $12 per ton, the demand ex­ 
ceeding the supply. One of tho purest 
and best soaps of tho country was uuide 
of garbage grease before cottouKoed oil 
entered tho field. It is now proposed to 
light London by electricity for nothing. 
It now costs that city $1.08 (4s. 8d.) to 
get rid of a ton of garbage. A combina­ 
tion of rollers and other apparatus has 
been devised tbat can bum the garbage 
at 24 cents (1 shilling) ¡)er ton and gen­ 
erate steam suflicieut to run enough dy­ 
namos to light the entire city, l^nilon 
can thus save 3s. 8d. on each ton aud 
ia addition illuminate its city without 
cost Garbage, by a machine called tlie 
dust destructor, is converted into clink­ 
ers, which can be used for roadways, as 
artificial stone for sidewallcs aud as 
sand for mortar and cement In Paris 
tbe invisible particles of Iron, w’om 
from wheels and from the shoes of 
horses, are rescued by passing powerful 
magnets through the sw'eopings.' ’

CAR FERRIES HELP BUSINESS. 


Th« Commissioner Disputes the Idea 
that Mlchlsan Is a Poor Rail­ 
road State. 


Lansloff, Dec. 31.—The report ot 
I ' 
Railroad Commissioner Wesselius for 
the year ending December 31,1897, has 
1 
been made to the governor. The brief 
summary here given touches some of 
the more important features of the re­ 
port: 


‘‘The mileage of Michigan railroads 
up to January 1, 1898, Is 9,958.15. Dur­ 
ing the year there were constructed 
158.90 miles and new companies have 
commenced the construction of 247 
miles of main track. This does not in­ 
clude the construction of suburban elec­ 
tric lines, carrying freight and other 
business, kindred to that of steam rail­ 
roads. The companies operating in 
Michigan are capitalized for $421,498,- 
229.40, divided into shares of $100 each, 
something over 111.000,000 being held 
in Michigan and about $410,000,COO held 
by non-residents. In view of these 
figures 1 recommend the passage of the 
most stringent laws against excessive 
bonding and excessive capitalization of 
railroads and other corporations, main­ 
taining that the regulation of transpor­ 
tation charges tor both freight and pas­ 
sengers can best be. undertaken and 
successfully executed when these com­ 
panies are relieved of the immense 
amount of interest paid upon a bonding 
of the properties far in excess of their 
actual cost. 


•‘The department submits conclusions 
in connection with the subject us to 
what appears to it to bo a proper sys­ 
tem of taxation as follows; 


“1. All increase of the tax upon rail­ 
road properties should be accomplished 
by a general revision of the law, taxing 
all quasi-public corporations and not 
limited to railroads only. 


“2. It recommends the repeal of all 
laws providing fur a tax on «^ross earn­ 
ings as being unfair to the property of 
private individuals not having tuis 
privilege. 


3 
All railroads should not b*- uixod 
alike because their franchises are not 
of equal value. In determining the 
value of the franchise the earning 
power should be considered, but for no 
other pur|K)se. 


“4. The state board, with coinpe 
tent experts, is recommended as the 
proper agents to ascertain the exact 
value of the cor|)orate property of 
Michigan. 


“5. It recommends payment of all 
taxes realized from corporations to the 
state treasury. 


“6. A recommendation is made that 
a heavy penalty shall be inserted in all 
tax laws governing the taxation of cor- 
wrations if the tax is not paid when 
due, so as to discourage appeals and 
long delays in the courts. 


*‘The pro}K>sition is sometimes urged 
by the railroad companies that Miehi 
gan isapoor state for railroad opera­ 
tion. Michigan is tirst in the produc­ 
tion of lumber, iron ore, charcoal, fur­ 
niture and fruit, first in the number of 
ite summer resorts, and surpassed only 
by Ohio and California in the value of 
Its sheep and wool. It furnishes more 
tbao one-third of the entire copper 
product of the United States.

‘‘The value of farms and farm pro­ 
ducts, farm tools and farming imple­ 
ments has increased most rapidly in 
tiie last year north of the 44th parallel, 
where railroads are exempt from taxa* 
tiOD. The state should encourage im- 
migffttion. The state is the owner of 
10(^399.30 acres of swamp land, 197,- 
§83.47 acres of 
primary-school land, 
8,116 45 of agricultural-college lands, 
and 315,763.44 of taxed homestead lands 
ihaking a total of 027,802.60 aures. The 
northern portion of the state of Michi­ 
gan is rapidly increasing in the esti­ 
mation of the public as to its value for 
farm purposes. 
Much more detailed 
^information upon the subject shall be 
furnished to the residents of this and 
Other states, with a view to a more 
rapid settlement of that {^rtion.” 
Considerable attention is paid to the 
subject of ear ferries across the great 
lakes and says that present indications 
warrant the belief that by the use of 
these ferries, great ijossibilitles are 
open to many lines of road in both 
freight and passenger traffic, the year 
*round, 
During the year less deaths have oc­ 
curred upon railroads, notwithstanding 
the increase of traffic, than in any year 
of the last decade, the number being 
124 a«> against 200, the highest number 
in 1893.

Two impediments to Mercury’s observa­ 
tion stood in Copernicus' way—the one 
that Copernicus lived very for north, 
the other that the mists at the mouth of 
the Vistula rose nightly to obscure the 
twilight sky. 
The latter obstacle is 
évident, as it made Mercury the reverse; 
the former will be none the less appar­ 
ent when we reflect that the path in 
which all the major planets travel is in 
northern latitudes greatly bowed to the 
horizon. In consequence, that path is 
subject for a long distance from the sun 
to all those atmospheric disturbances 
peculiar to the horizon, disturbances 
which make observations near it prac­ 
tically impossible, and the farther north 
Ihe greater the difficulty.

Johns Hopkins began life with avexy 
Viedest school education, and he ii a 
striking example of what may be done 
by energy, economy and perseverance. 
He was 16 years old when he left his 
father’s farm, on which he had worked 
since his twelfth year, but, hard as he 
had worked in the country, a still hard- 
n experience was his during the first 
years in the city. 


Soon after his arrival in Baltimore 
be obtained employment in his uncle’s 
wholesale grocery store. The work was 
laborious and the salary small. Early 
and late he was at the store, making 
the fire in the cold winter mornings, 
running errands, packing goods, col­ 
lecting bills, receiving and delivering 
freight, keeping account of stock, help­ 
ing at the books, etc.. for it must be re­ 
membered that when Johns Hopkins 
was a clerk letter carriers were un­ 
known, steam heaters undreamed ot 
and lightning calculators uninvented 
The six years that he passed in his 
uncle’s store, while toilsome, were 
serviceable. 
They taught him method­ 
ical business habits and thus prepareo 
him for his future career as one of the 
merchant princes of Baltimore—one oi 
that remarkable trio of benefactors 
(Peabody, Pratt and Hopkins) whose 
enlightened 
liberality has provided 
their adopted city with niugnificent 
monuments in the shupe of libraries, a 
university and a hospital. 
Of these 
three public benefactors of Baltimore 
Johns Hopkins was the wealthiest and 
founded two of the most splendidly en­ 
dowed institutions that the world has 
ever seen—the Johns Hopkins univer­ 
sity and the Johns Hopkins hospital.—

BANK CASE TO BE PUSHED. 


Troseoution of Officers of Whitobali In­ 
stitution to Proceed- 
Lansing, Dec. 31.—For mmho time 
friends of the ofticers ui iltc defunct 
Whitehall Savings bank have been try­ 
ing to persuade Governor Pingreo and 
Attorney General Maynard to give up 
the idea of proceeding against the of* 
fleers.

SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


Tbflir Condition Much Improved Over 
Teaohere of 1846. 


In the address of Prof. Delc^ Fall be­ 
fore the Michigan teachers’ ^Bociatioo 
at Lansing this week he called atten­ 
tion to the fact that in 1845 there were 
1,241 male and 1,830 female teachers in 
Michigan, the former receiving an 
aver&ge monthly salary of $11.98 and 
the latter 95.24. Of the 16,000 teachers 
reported in 1895, more than 12,000 were 
women, 
who 
received an average 
monthly salary of $35.09, while the sal 
ary of the men teachers averaged $40.- 
17. More and better educated women 
in our schools is now the rule, as the 
places are filled with graduates of the 
normal schools,colleges and unlvei^sity.

Lumps, or kernels as they are often 
called, beoanae they feel like grains or 
■eeds nuder ^he examining fingers, are 
lyinph bodies, or glands. 


7he system of lymph glands and 
tubes covers the entiro body. If it were 
exposed to view, it would have the ajh 
pearanoe of meshwork. Lymph ducts 
ead from the skiu, from the mnooua 
membrane, and from bone to lymph 
bodies which are further connected 
with one another by the same means. 


At any point where there is an in 
flammation, a sore, a breaking of the 
skin or mucous surface, there will be 
!ound open mouths of lymph ducts into 
which waste matter is liable to enter. 
This waste matter sets up au irritation 
and au enlargement of the lymph bod 
es to which it finds its way. It will 
uow be easily understood how such an 
enlargement or inflammation of the 
ymph bodies always points to a state 
of inflammntion at soint|'|ioiut, perhaps 
at a considerable distance from the 
umps themselves. Thus a felon on the 
finger causes enlarged glauds to appear 
in the armpit. 


Lumps in the neck may sometimes be 
plainly traced to eczema of the scalp. 
Sqnietimes the mouth is the seat of the 
trouble. Large and iutlamed tonsils may 
be present, or the teeth may be decaying. 


When the ear is the seat of au ab­ 
scess, either before or during the course 
of a purulent discharge enlarged glands 
are common. 


Enlarged lymph bodies just behind 
the angle of the jaw are sometimes sig­ 
nificant of catarrh of the nose and the 
adjacent portion of the throat. 


The existeuoe of enlarged lymph bod­ 
ies for a few days, or sometimes for a 
longer interval, cannot be said to be in 
itself dangerous. The case is different 
when lumps exist for several weeks or 
longer. They become changed iu char­ 
acter after this time and begin to break 
down and form purulent matter. This 
stage, too, is more diflicult to cure, as 
surrounding tissue may become affected. 
The skiu over the glauds is involved 
and becomes part of the large, soft, red 
or purplish swelliug, now' called au ab­ 
scess, w’hich eitlier breaks or is lanced 
by the surgeon. 


These enlargements may become in­ 
vaded by the tubercle bacilli, from 
which consumption of the lungs or a 
general consumption may develop. 
During the course of an infections 
sease. >vheu the glauds in the neck 
sometimes become eularged, the care of 
the throat must uot be neglected. The 
use of au antiseptic solutiun on the 
affected parts will often produce au im 
mediate good result.—Youth’s Com 
punion.

And the American Lesther Trust Reaps a 
Rich Harvest. 


The Chicago Shoe and Leather Re 
view notes w'ith surprise >vhat it calls a 
peculiar condition in the hide market. 
“ The packers are asking in some in­ 
stances a half cent more than the prices 
fixed by recent sales,” observes this 
noui)lused trade jourual, and then it 
goes on to surmise as to causes, seem­ 
ingly unmindful of the fact tluit tho 
condition is entirely and directly duo 
to the legislation of the last congress. 


The Dingley bill imposes an ad valo­ 
rem duty of 15 per cent upon hides. 
This duty practically shuts tho doors of 
our nuirket to tho hides of South Amer­ 
ica, from w’hich section large quantities 
have been imi>orted to tho United States. 
As long as tho Dingley bill is law no 
hides from foreign comitries can find 
their way to us. Wo are coniijelled to 
roly on our own resources for the raw 
material of leather. 


There w’ould bo some possible justifi- 
cation for this narrowing of the market 
if any considerable number of the Amer­ 
ican peoplo W'ere to reap tho benefits 
which tho Dingleyites intended should 
ensue from a tariff of 15 per cent. But 
tho only beneticiaries are those shrewd 
and w'ealthy individuals comprising tho 
American Leather trust. This trust is 
controlled by the Aruiours and other 
heavy packers of Chicago. Tho concern 
w as one of the largest contributors to 
tho McKinley campaign fund. The cat­ 
tle raiser gets no piore for his stock be­ 
cause of the 15 per cent duty. The hide 
goes with the cow. But the American 
Leather trust, having stifled comjKiti- 
tion W'ith the aid of the Republican 
party, can charge about w'hat it pleases 
for its hides. Leather manufacturers 
don’t mind the increased prices they 
have to pay because they can maintain 
their profits at tho old standard by put­ 
ting up the prices on their manufac­ 
tures. 


The people who buy boots and shoes 
and leather in its various other forms 
are the only sufferers. They are com­ 
pelled to pay the Armours and others 
back the money (Contributed for McKin­ 
ley’s election with interest so large as 
will fill the coffers of the American 
Leather trust to repletion,—St. Louia 
Republic.
